Marram - Leaves bluish-grey. Coastal (Dalmeny, Cramond, Musselburgh, Longniddry eastward) - 
Ammophila arenaria - cOL:94-6, HUB:287, BSBI:362 
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Lyme Grass - Widely along coast - Leymus arenarius - coL:78-1, HUB:104, BSBI:490 
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Reed Canary Grass - Flowers white to red. Soft leaves without sizeable gaps, ligule significant. 


Widespread in damp or by water except Pentlands and distant east - Phalaris arundinacea - coL:102-3, 
HUB:272, BSBI:312 
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Common Reed - Sporadic (at the edges of water bodies) - Phragmites australis - coL:102-6, HUB:346, 
BSBI:524 
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Reed Sweet Grass - Widespread all along the canal in its water and variously at the edges of water 
or marsh. Glyceria maxima - cOL:68-1, HUB:123, BSBI:410 
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Wood Small-Reed - Look for the hairy tufts in the flowers (pic). It isn’t a coastal/waterside grass 


but is included as it might seem similar and might be nearby. Occasional - Calamagrostis epigejos - 
GCOL:96-1,HUB:282, BSBI:356 
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Common Bulrush - Common in wet areas except farther East - Typha ‘atifolia 


Lesser Bulrush - Slenderer head, plant and leaves than above. Occasional in wet areas (this taken 
at Loch Ross at eomporer Park) - Typha angustifolia
